Did You Know? 


That there still may be in Bellingham 
some "Shaker" furniture made by them in 
the 1800's and early 1900's. Their furn- 
iture was plain, but sturdy and has stood 
the test of time. Now this religious 
and very industrious sect are near extin- 
ction which seems a shame. They had a 
level of technical skill and ability that 
rivals the best of such today. We note a 
comparison to our local Bellingham use of 
water power that they employed in their 
enterprises. 
Over in Canterbury, New Hampshire where a 
large group of "Shakers" resided they built 
a vast water-powered system to operate 
their mills. They channeled water two 
miles from a swamp and fed it through 8 
artificial stcnelined ponds up to 30 acres 
in size. Imagine the enormous amount of 
stones needed and the back breaking labor 
involved! Between 1802 and 1816 this vast 
water network powered saws, grindstones, 
lathes,power looms, carding machines, spin 
ning jennies and other factory equipment. 
The system drove the waterwheels and, lat- 
er, turbines of up to 12 mills at a time! 
This continued on into our century. 
Today (1980) there are only 9 "Shakers" 
left alive. Three reside at Canterbury 
and six live at Sabbathday Lake, Maine.

FATE 

The Bellingham Vital Records are not very gentle to a researcher when we note the 
following,"Killey (Kelley), Zeno,"kiled he had a fell from a hi waggon and the wheel 
run over his head," Nov. 16, 1835. F.R.I." Now "P.R.I."--was the vrivate record 
of Samuel Wight and his daughters, referred to as the "Wight Diary" 1755-18h9 and was 
in the possession of our Town Clerk in the early 1900's. Today it is missing and what 
a tragic loss it is. There were two families of Kelley's that lived in the South 
part of Town and is shown on the 1830 map. See the June 197l issue of Crimpville 
Comments. There was Nathan and Elisha Kelley. We are not sure which one of these two 
families that Zeno belonged in. 
Zeno was a soldier in the Militia of Massachusetts and on the ath day of September 
in 1828 he received a notice from his Commanding Officer, Nathan Cleaveland,Colonel 
that he had been appointed a Corporal of a Company of Infantry under the command of 
Eliab Barber in the Third Regiment, Second Brigade, and First Division. Quoting from 
the document, "By virtue of the Power vested in me, I do, by these Presents, grant you 
this Warrant. You are, therefore, with vigilance and fidelity, to discharge the duty 
of CORPORAL, in said Company, according to the Rules and Regulations established by law 
for the Government and Discipline of the Militia of this Commonwealth. And you are to 
observe and follow such orders and instructions, as you shall from time to time rec- 
ive from your superior officers. 

Given under my Hand, at Franklin." 


Now this tragic year for him brought two more distinct honors with a notice from 
Samuel T. Armstrong, LIEUTENANT GOVERNOR AND COMMANDER IN CHIEF of the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts, along with the official Seal and his signature in bold and large 
writing. Quote, "To Zeno Kelly of Bellingham, Gentleman, GREETING: YOU having been 
. elected on the sixteenth day of May, A.D. one thousand eight hundred and thirtyfive, 

ENSIGN of a Company, in the Second Regiment of Infantry in the Second Brigade, and 
First Division of the Militia of this Commonwealth; reposing special trust and confid- 
ence in your ability, courage and good conduct, I do, by these Presents, Commission 
you accordingly. You will, therefore, with honor and fidelity, discharge the duties 
of said office, according to the Laws of this Commonwealth, and to Military Rule and 
Discipline. And all inferior Officers and Soldiers are hereby commanded to obey you 
in your said capacity; and you will yourself observe and follow such Orders and Instr- 
uctions as you shall, from time to time, receive from the Commander in Chief, or oth-- 
ers your superior Officers. 

GIVEN under my hand, and the Seal of the Commonwealth, the twentysecond 

day of May in the year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and thirtyfive, and in 
the fiftyninth year of the Independence of the United States of America. 


By His Honor the Lieutenant Governor. 
Wm. Tufts. Dep. Secretary of the Commonwealth." 
(In this document his last name was spelled as above.) 


And then on the 13th of June, 1835, he received a similar notification from the 
Lieutenant Governor, Samuel T. Armstrong, whereby he was appointed to be a LIEUTENANT 
of this same Regiment and Brigade as above. 


(His name was spelled correctly on this document.) And then tragedy struck later in 
November when his head was crushed. Here was a Bellingham young man who received 
special attention for his dedication, ability, courage and good conduct that should 
be an example for future generations to embody. Why FATE has to be so cruel as to 
strike down a good man in the prime of life and usefulness and leave the other kind to 
survive is always an unanswered question. We are grateful that we can acknowledge 
his worth to our Town through this simnle record in our Comments. ie

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DID YOU KNOW ? 


1880 April 7, the first telephone service 
began for Milford, Hopedale, “Mendon, 
Bellingham and surrounding towns. 


1883 January 22, Rev. Henry Ward Beecher 
lectured in Milford; attended by some 
Bellingham folk. 


1900 November 16, the STAGE COACH line that 
carried passengers and mail from Milf- 
ord to Medway via CARYVILLE was disc- 
ontinued. (not so long agol) 


1907 September, Caryville and north Bellin- 
gham got street lights from Boston Edi- 
son Power Company. This eliminated the 
"Lamplighter" who lit kerosene lamps 
at certain locations. Then in 1909 
the Center enjoyed the same "glare" 
with power from the Franklin Electric 
Light Company. 


1920 April 27, The world famous Trish 
Tenor, John McCormack gave a concert 
in Milford to which Bellingham folk 
attended also. 


1923 April 29 Movie Idol, Rudolph Valen- 
bino, came’in person to Milford so 
that folks could see their "dreamboat!

1776 Elisha Alden, son of noted Rev. Noah 
Alden, great grandson of John and Pris- 
cilla, served the Town as a Selectman.

1925 The KKK burned a cross in the Bell- 
ingham section of South Milfordl

In March of 1888 our area was attacked by a 
blizzard for four days burying the area 
with an average of hO inches with winds up 
to 70 miles per hour. Resulting in 00 
deaths with 200 alone in New York City. 
Train passengers were marooned and 200 
ships foundered. 


Cf historical significance +s the blizzard 
on Christmas day, 1776 at 6 P.™,. that was 
bitterly cola for Gen. Washington's rarged 
young soldiers. Never forget, these men 
were young and rugged who battled for our 
Freedom. In his diary he wrote: "The wind 
is Northeast and beats in the faces of the 
men. Jt will be a terrible night for the 
soldiers who have no shoes. Some of them 
have tied rags around their feet, but I have 
not heard a man complain." 

Later that night Washington crossed the 
Delaware with his shivering army of 2l,00 
men and slipped into Trenton, N.J. After a 
long night of revelry at Christmas, the 
Hessian mercenaries were no match for the 
rageed Americans. Although the war was not 
won until five years later, the battle of 
Trenton was a turning point. Had it not 
been the cover of a violent snowstorm, 
protecting the troops from discovery,it 
might have gone the other way. Would we 
find such dedication and sacrifice to the 
ideals of Freedom today ??
